As to exemptions from debt I have 
always thought that the people of 
Texas were fully protected on this 
line. 
There is a new idea just sprung in 
the minds of some people that the law 
should be framed of fixed so that a 
man who holds office can’t receive a 
salary from any other source than the 
emoluments of his office. 
I don’t 
know how far this is intended to reach. 
It seems to me that if this doctrine is 
good for one officeholder it ought to 
be good for all. 
All I can say about
